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HISTORY 

The home was built in 1897 and completed 
in 1898. Records show that W.H. Harding 
purchased the property November 14, 1913. 
The Hardings ran the “Sunnyside Hotel’’ in 
the 20s & 30s and it is believed that land 
developers of the Magnolia Springs area 
housed prospective buyers in the home. At 
an unknown time during this period, the 
Hardings died and left the house to the 
Cowen family who managed the property 
until the 40s. It also served as the commu¬ 
nity’s major meeting place and eating 
spot and was a popular Sunday dining place 
until the early 1950s. Don & Rita McNair 
authentically restored the house in 1980 
using photos dating to the early 1900s. 

A heart-pine porch extends across the 
front and east side of the house, and the 
impressive glass-paneled door with a 
transom opens to the great hall. Walls and 
ceilings are made of beaded yellow heart- 
pine. The floors are of tongue and groove 
heart-pine. Most of the woodwork is rare 
curly pine. All balusters, rails and newel 
posts are original. Large canopy oak trees 
surround the house, and the well-known arch 
of oaks extends past the structure and 
continues down Oak street.

Amenities 
include private bath, 
television and tele¬ 
phone with dataport. 

Full service break¬ 
fast is included. 

Fresh flowers grace 
all of the rooms and 

refreshments are offered 24 hours a day. 
There is also a book swap for guests who 
enjoy reading. The house is listed on the 
National Register of Historic Places. The 
community is pic¬ 
turesque and one of 
the few remaining 
places in America to 
receive mail by boat. 

If fishing is your 
style, there is plenty 
of fresh and salt 
water fishing. Only 
one block away is 
Magnolia River 
offering easy access 
to Mobile Bay and the Gulf of Mexico. 
Just five miles west is Weeks Bay National 
Estuarine Research Reserve. It is a 3,000 
acre scenic area of bays, marshes and low¬ 
lands. Five miles further west is Point 
Clear, home of the famous “Grand Hotel.” 
Five miles further north is Fairhope, AL
